DON’T WANT THE ANTS. 


A Texas Planter Thinks Remedy for 
Boll Weevil May Prove 
Disastrous. 


[BY THE ASSOCIATED PREES—A.M.) 

HOUSTON, July 4.—Ross Clarke, a 
prominent planter of Calhoun county, 
states that he will apply for an in- 
junction to prevent the government 
experts bringing the Guatemalan ant 
into Texas as an insect enemy of the 
boli weevil. It was stated recently 
that Govefnment Entomologist Cook 
is now in route with a large number 
of the ants, the first lot of which are 
to be taken to Victoria, in which 
county Mr. Clark has interests, and 
which adjoins Calhoun county, where 
his plantation is located. 

Mr. Clarke said as tothe basis of his 
petition: “To my mind it is a dan- 
gerous matter to transfer the South 
American insect or pest to South 
Texas. One-half the cotton is picked 
by negroes who do not wear enough 
clothes to make a whole shirt and the 
other half by barefooted children:

We are 
Americans, one and all. We are here 
for one pu „ and that is for the up- 
building of this great country, and that 
can only be accomplished by true 
men and true citizens. Love of coun- 
try will develop the degree 
of citizenship, and the patriotic man 
is a good cl*izen. 

“In this connection I am reminded of 
a Story of a boy who passed from this 
world and was called to heaven. He 
was met at the gate by St. Peter who, 
after securing his name, handed him 
a of chalk and told him to walk 
upstaifs into Ueaven, but on the way 
up te place a mark on each step with 
th chalk to indicate a sin that he had 
committed. After the boy had gone a 
considerable distance he met his 
father coming down, and said, ‘Dad, 
what is the matter?

Nothing that concerns him, agree- 
able or disagreeable, is ever omitted, 
and to make certain nobody is fooling 
him he occasionally orders a fresh 
bundle of papers to see if his orders 
are obeyed. True, the Emperor loses a 
lot of amusing things, as every one 
does who cannot read a newspaper for 
himeelf; but he is now an old man and 
doesn't like to try his eyes too léng at 
a time. 

His royal newspaper was lWkewise 
adopted by other European monarchs, 
until the more modern kingships found 
they were not getting all the nes,
